No Help at Hand,

Mr. and Mrs. Barrell were in the house 
at the time. The chauffeur ran to them, 
and assistance was summoned to try to 
find the body. Telephone calls were sent 
in to Havana, fourteen miles away, fora 
doctor and a pulmotor, and both were 
brought to the Barrell farm. . 

Drag High River. 

All the employés on the farm were put 
immediately at work dragging the river 
with grappling hooks. There was con- 
siderable difficulty because the river is 
extremely high. 

When the body finally was pulled to 
the surface the physician and the pul- 
motor were on the shore. Attempts 
to resuscitate with the pulmotor re- 
sulted in slight signs of life. But at 6:30 
p. m. the young man died of hemor- 
rhages caused by pressure of water in 
his lungs. ’ 

A special train brought the father and 
mother with the boty to Chicago last 
night. ° The funeral will be held at 4 
p. m. tomorrow from the Barrell resi- 
dence in Lake Forest. 


Boy Was Not Strong. 
Young Barrell had ecarcely had a 
cliagce to become familiar with the sum- 
mer home which his father recent- 
ly built and developed for him at a 
cost of $200,000. <The boy was not phys- 
ically strong and the big Dlinois river 
farm was intended mainly as a place for 
him to have outdoor life. 

Young Barrell, who was known univer- 
sally among his friends as “‘ Jack,” was 
a graduate of Yale, class of 1915.

Reports from the front indicate 
that, the important German position at 
Fricourt may be cut off. 


‘ Firing Doubles in Fury. 

The artillery bombardment of the last 
few days was concentrated this morning 
with a degree of fury and number of 
guns which were unprecedented in the 
region of Albert and the Somme, with‘ 
the French coéperating to the south. 

At 7:30 o’clock, through clouds of smoke 
and dust which hung over the whole fleld 
as far as the eye could see, the infantry 
sprang from the trenches for an assault 
over a front of twenty miles. Already it 
has gained possession of the first line 


The new British trench mortars,*which 
fire thirty-five shots a minute, playeda 
great part, cutting wire entanglements 
and destroying trenches. 

Large numbers of prisoners have been 
taken and some of them say the British 
curtains of fire prevented them from 
getting food for the last five days. 

A British staff officer who witnessed the 
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advance at the junction of the French 
and British lines, said the attack was 
launched as if the men were on parade. 


Strong Reserves in Rear. 

From a hill the correspondent watched 
the beginning of the battle. For weeks 
he had witnessed preparation for the first 
considerable effort of the new British 
army. Notwithstanding the fact that 
troops were moved toe the front in im- 
mense nugmber for the attack, there are 
sti remaining billets in the rear which 
fapparently are unnecessary in working 
out the present plans. 

With deliberate and methodical precis- 
ion the gathering of human and mechan- 
ical materia? proceeded. The whole line 
was included in the preliminary %om- 
bardment for the purpose of deceiving 
the Germans as to the point of attack. 

Overwhelming as was the power of the 
guns, the grim and significant spectacie 
‘was the sight of detachments of infantry 
moving forward until finally the dugouts 
were hives of khaki about to pnp 


for battle. Each of the officers had aps. 


and directions itn detail of the part his 
unit was to play in the whole complicated 
scheme of attack. The men had sewn in 
their uniforms insignia designed to des- 
ignate the different unite amid the dust 
and smoke of action. 


Soldiers from All Lands. 

As the battalions marched they sang 
the tunes they used to sing on the drill 
grounds at home after they responded to 
Kitchener's call. There were quiet and 
undemonstrative English, speaking with 
Yorkshire or Cornwall accent, or maybe 
breaking out in gibes in the slang of the 
London cockney. There were brawny 
Scots, with kilts and steel mushroom 
helmets, suggesting medieval men of 
arms. An Irish battalion was whistling 
the “‘ Marseillaise.” The men realized 
the fearful work ahead. 

“But it is in the contract,” said a 
young Englishman. “It is what we ex- 
pected. It is our turn to make good.” 

As the days of the bombardment 
passed the air of expectancy was _notice- 
able everywhere through the army. Last 
night the word was passed that the in- 
fantry was to make the assault this 
morning. : 


Mounts Hill as Vantage Point. 
At dawn the corregpondent ascended a 
hill in the region of Albert. The sun rose 
brilliantly, promising another fine day 
This was even more welcome than yes- 
terday to artillery observers, who must 
move the guns and carry forward the fire 
to protect the infantry advance. On the 
average clear day from this point of view 
from in front of the valley of the Anore 
rtyer; both the German and the French 
trenches are visible. 
Ridges and hills, rich farming lands, 
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and numerous villages roll away to the 
eastward. To the north one sees almost 
to Dommecourt and south to Bray, near 
the banks of the Somme. ; 

This, and the other bank of the 
where the French are coéperating with 
the British, is the theater of the most ex- 
tensive action of any yet begun on the 
western front and which the entente allies 
hope may prove the firat stage in the turn- 
ing of the tide against the Germans. 
Every one of the villages within the range 
of vision will be fought over, as were 
those in front of Verdun. 


Salvos Demolish Trenches. 

But this morning something more than 
a mist was rising from the dew laden 
fields and hid the landscape. From 6 
o’clock to half past seven all the guns 
along that twenty miles were for the 
first time firing thetr fastest in a chorus 
of final blasts, cutting wires and de- 
molishing trenches. ' 

The rapid fire of small caliber weapons 
resulted in a-continuous roll, while only 
the guns of big caliber with their heavier 
reports above the monotone had percept- 
ible intervals between the blasts. 

The trenches were hidden by a cur- 
tain of smoke punctured by vicious flash- 
es. Toward that cloud which shrouded 
every form of destruction within the 
power of man, the reserves were moving 
forward. Far above the observation 
balloons motionless in the aeatill air, a 
squadron of aeroplanes was seen flying 
to its work, spotting targets for the 
artillery. 

At 7:20 o'clock the rapid fire trench 
mortars added their shells to the deluge 
pouring upon the first line German 
trenches. , 


British Leap to 
After ten minutes of this, at 7:30 o'clock 
the guns lifted their fire to the second 
line of German.trenches,_as if they were 
answering to the pressure of a aingle 
button, and the men of the new Briaush 
army leaped over their parapets and 
rusned toward the wreckege the guns 
and mortars had wrought. Evenciose at 
hand they were visible only a moment 
before being hidden by the smoke of the 
German shell curtain over what re- 
mained of the trenches. e 

*“ The Germans had to yield to two years 

of our preparedness against forty for the 
Germans,’’ said a staff officer, “ and we 
have satisfactorily started in on our first. 
trial of our new divisions in the team 
work ofa big attack.” 
* Nothing. was now to be seen from the 
hill except smoke flashes through which 
the famous figure of the Virgin, atop the 
tower at Albert, struck by a shel! early 
in the war, but still in place, although 
tipped at an angle, showed dimly. 

It was not long, however, before fast 
ambulances began coming down the roads 
and batches of prisoners were being 
brought in, too dazed to appreciate their 
escape after having been marooned five 
days in their dugouts without food by the 
British fire curtain; and into headquar- 
ters, from out of that inferno of confusion 
to the eye, came reports making the whole 
movement intelligible. 


The progress of the battle has been 
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marked by steadily increasing intensity 
of the fighting throughout the day. North 
of the river Ancre it has been particu- 
larly severe, The enemy in several vil- 
lages offered a strenuous resistance, but 
the gallantry of the British trgops re- 
suited in their gradually working around 
various strong points. 

With Fricourt now nearly surrounded, 
the British further north are on both sides 
of the Gommecout salient and the village 
of Mametz now is completely in their 
hands. A German counter attack on 
Montauban was successfully repulsed. 


GERMANS EXPECT DRIVE. 

BERLIN, July 1.—Private advices from 
the front indicaté that the long awaited 
British offensive on the west front finally 
has begun. The earlier activity of the 
British had a more or less “ feeling out ” 
character and left it uncertain whether 
Gen. Sir Douglas Haig was in earnest or 
merely endeavoring to hold the German 
forces on his front. But today it is fairly 
apparent that the new movement is the 
beginning of a serious offensive. 

The headquarters report today speaks 
of heavy artillery fire, gas attacks, and 
the explosion of mines as preliminaries 
to reconnaissances in force along the 
Anglo-French front. These, it is de- 
clared, were everywhere repulsed. 

There is no uneasiness manifest here in 
military circles familiar with the situa- 
tion, though ft is evidently realized that 
this is only the beginning. 


German Official Report. 
The official report issued by the general 
army headquarters deals only with the 
preliminary fighting. It says: 

Repeated French and British recon- 

_noitering attacks during the night 
were everywhere repulsed. A number 
of prisoners and some material re- 
mained in our hands. 

The attacks were preceded by in- 
tense fire, gas attacks, and mine ex- 
plosions. 

Early this morning fighting activ- 
ity appreciably increased on both sides 
of the Somme. 

Northeast of Reims and north of 
Le Mesnil minor operations of the en- 
emy infantry falled. 

Local infantry engagements oc- 
curred west of the Meuse [Verdun 
front].. On the eastern bank the 
French attempted to recapture our 
positions on Froide Terre ridge and in | 
Thiaumont work, doing as they did on 
May 22 and 23 tn their attacks on 
Douaumont. They brought up strong 
masses of troops in an endeavor to 
take these positions by storm. As on 
the former occasion, on the basis of an 
unfmportant success at the beginning, 
the French announced in advance last 
night the recapture of Thiaumont 
work. In reality the attack of the 
French failed everywhere with the 
most severe losses. The men who 
penetrated our lines at various points 
were captured. Only prisoners set

On the right bank the combats in 
progress yesterday in the Thiaumont 
sector continued fiercely for posSes- 
sion of the works of that name. After 
a series of furious assaults, preceded 
by bombardments, the Germans 
again succeeded in penetrating the 
redoubt, which was completely 
wrecked, but we established _ our- 
selves in the immediate aproaches 
and later recaptured the works. 
Heavy artillery activity continued in 
the regions of the Fumin and Che- 
nois woods and Laufee. 


Belgian Guns Active. 
HAVRE, July 1—Belgian artillery sud- 
denly became extremely active today, 
simultaneously with the opening of the 
allied offensive.

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753 COMMUNES IN FRANCE 
HARD HIT SINCE WAR BEGAN. 


Through Military Operations, Ac- 
cording to Latest Statistics. ~ 


PARIS, July 1—Seven hundred and 
fifty-three communes, or townships, have 
been partly or totally destroyed through 
military operations in France since the 
beginning of the war, according to statis- 
ties gathered by the ministry of the inte- 
rior, with a view to ascertaining the total 
damage caused by the hostilities. These 
communes are distributed over eleven of 
the departments. of France, including 


those fn Ardennes still occupied wholly by | 


the Germans, who are in possession of 
2,554 towns of the total of 36,247 in all 
France, or 7 per cent. 

Houses to the number of 16,669 have been 


In 148 communes the proportion of 
houses destroyed exceeds 50 per cent, 
while it is 80 per cent in seventy-four | 
towns and less than 50 per cent in the re- 
mainder. 


Public buildipgs destroyed tn 428 com 
munes were 831 churches, 379 schools, 201 | 
town halls, 300 other public buildings of 
various sorts, and sixty bridges. Of these | 
buildings fifty-six had been classed as 
historic monuments, including the town 
hall of Arras and the cathedral and town 
hall at Reims. Three hundred and thirty 
factories, which supported 57, 000 persone, 
were destroyed.

Lieut. Phil Rader, probably the only 


actual service in aerial warfare, passed 
through Chicago yesterday on his way to 
Buffaio, N. Y., to superintend the trans- 
portation of several aeroplanes to Colum- 
bua, N. M., to be used as scout filers. 

Lieut. Rader served nine months in the 
aviation corps of the allies in France and 
six months as a “ Zep strafer” in Lop- 
don. “ Zep strafer ” is the English army 
siang for an aviator detasied to fight off 
the attacks of Zeppelins. He probably 
will serve the army as an instructor. 

“I am shocked at the unpreparedness 
of the United States army as to aero- 
planes for fighting and soouting pur- 
poses,” he said. “To give you an idea 
of the number of machines employed by 
the English, the last squadron to leave 
was No. 72, and each squadron comprises 
200 machines. 

“ The government is to blame for not 
giving the aeroplane builders more ¢n- 
couragement. Just as good, or better, 
machines could be turned out here as in 
Burope, but they are not. The best time 
for an altitude of 10,000 feet for an Amer- 
ican machine is forty minutes, while I 
made that height in a new light eircraft 
before I left England in seven minutes. 
I’ve seen plenty of service in handling 
machine guns and dropping bombs.”

Peter Burke, a pharmacist formerly 
employed at French's drug store in Lake 
Fore t, testified he had sold cyanide to 
‘Orpet, Will's father, and that 
this was “98.99 per cent cyanogen.” Or- 
pet’s cyanide has been declared before to 
be only about 48 per cent in strength. 
Mr. Wilkerson admitted afterward he 
didn’t know what “ 98.99 per cent cyano- 
gen” meant, but added: “ It will all come 
out later.”’ 

“ That was the standard,"’ Burke had 
said vaguely. He added that he had 
never seen any other than commercial 
cyanide in the store. 


Engineer on Stand. 


Wilson Franklin, engineer at the Sacred 
Heart academy, was the remaining wit- 
ness of the day: He took the stand only 
long enough to corroborate previous tes- 
timony of Brooks, who prepared the de- 
fense’s plat of Helm’s woods, tHat the 
“three oaks” had been pointed out to 
him by the engineer.

One of the 
party, Attorney Kenneth B. Hawkins, 
had already told it in a.bit of testimony 
which interrupted Orpet’s long ordeal of 
questioning and cross-examination, 
‘In addition to Hawkins the search 
party included Attorney Leslie P. Hanna 
of Orpet’s counsel, Attorney Clarence W. 
Diver, Hanna's partner in Waukegan; 


‘bushes. Were you and Hawkins leaning 


instructed to help hunt for a bottle in 
Helm's woods near Lake Forest. 

“ Early the next morning I took a train 
for Lake Forest with Mr. Hawkins. We 
were met by Mr. Hanna, Mr. Lindsey, 
and Mr. Diver. Mr. Hanna submitted ae 
diagram showing approximately where 
the bottle was to be found.” 


In Half Frozen Ground. 
Carlin repeated the story of how he and 
Hawkins saw the bottle at the same time 
and Lindsey picked it up, leaving an im- 
print where it had stuck In the half frozen 
ground, 

“ The cork had been nibbled," he con- 
tinued, “and small parts of the cork lay 
in the snow. There were no footprints 
aside from those made by myself and 
those with me. After picking up the 
bottle, Mr. Lindsey put it In his pocket.” 

Mr. Potter produced the bottle and Car- 
lin identified it. 

Q.—Is the cork in the same condition 
as it was when taken from thesnow A.— 
It is not. It was not as worn as it is

Some Cross Fire.

Ald. C. E. Merriam has led a fight to 
have transportation of garbage taken 
over by the city. The order for the pur- 
chase of the boats wds passed Friday 
night by the council, but when it came 
to appropriating for thé crew and main- 
tenance the necessary two-thirds major- 
ity vote was not ferthcoming. 

As an aftermath of the council meeting, 
a new scheme was hatched to circumvent }: 
the administration forces. It is now. 
proposed to transfer the required $6,000 
from the garbage disposal bond iseue. 

Such a transfer, according to Chairman 
Richert of the finance committee, will be 
legal and can be accomplished by a ma- 
jority vote.

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“HE Ulind leaders of Mexico seem to be led by the hand of that destiny 
which has long been manifest, that shapes the course of events on this 
continent. toward the unquestioned hegemony of the United States of 
America from the great lakes to the isthmus, For once Mexico makes 


sealed, whether the people of this country desire it or fot. It matters not that 
Americans of all parties have declared that they have no wish to violate the 
integrity of Mexico or to seize Mexican soil, or that the general tenor of public 
opinion here is opposed to territorial enlargement in that or any other direction. 
Presidential pledges are premature and vold. The logic of events, the psychol- 
ogy of nations, or what has euphoniously been called manifest destiny, - point 
inevitably to adifferent conclusion. 

It is true that we are a peace loving and altruistic people, but we have a 
shrewd eye to the main chance nevertheless, and we are human, like the rest of 
the world. When.we are awakened against our will to the realization of our 
peculiar position and our power of industry, intelligence, and wealth, and to the 
increase of military strength which these conditions induce, we will not be averse 
to taking advantage of the fortunes of war. England, it will be recollected, was 
a very angel of peace in 1851, just previous to the outbreak of the Crimean war, 
erd it was very likely the shouting of the peace party and the clangoi of the 
Peace bells, as was pointed out by Kinglake, that brought on the war to whica 
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the English people afd cabinet were at first opposed. Nor did England desire at 
| Gret to go into the Mediterranean, but was driven reluctantly and by degrees, 
| first to Tangier, which she abandoned with the greatest satisfaction, then to 
Gibraltar, and, timidly and with much hesitation, to Malta and to Egypt. The 
destiny was not made manifest until after the event. 


* 

EXICO has been a bad neighbor. She hag never been our friend. She 
may say the same of us; it only emphasizes the fact. It is not that the 
people are of different racial stocks, and very largely of a different color, 
but that Mexico, speaking broadly, is uncivilized. But we need not 

inquire into causes; possibly we are none too civilized ourselves; but at all 
events we are vastly different. Should Mexico force war upon us and awaken 


abide by the arbitrament of war. 

If. Mexico should defeat us, by her greater readiness and superiority in a 
kind of war to which we are unaccustomed, or by the assistance of a ready and 
watchful ‘ally, she might properly expect to regain a large portion of the territory 
of which we deprived her in 1848. She would also no doubt impose an indemnity 
as large as she were able to exact. To the victors belong the spoils. 

if we defeat Mexico we impose our own conditions, apd these should be 
something more than a promise on Mexico's part to be good. We would. be guided, 
no doubt, by the rules of The Hague congress and by the dictates of civi'iza- 
tion, ante 1914, but we want no Bryans nor Fords in our peace council. We 
Would first demand guarantees of good hebavior, and, secondly, we could prop- 
erly demand an indemnity sufficient to reimburse our expenses. We might forego 
insisting upon a punitive sum in consideration of the fact that the payment of 
an indemnity would react in taxation upon the peuple, already impoverished 
ty the point of starvation. Probably we would feed Mexico rather than bleed 
ter. But the reimbursement of expenses incurred by the war and the losses suf- 
fered through the lawless acts of the Mexicans we should not: forego, in justice 
to our people and in support of our dignity and authority. This indemnity might 
be taken in the form of mineral, timber, or other rights, or territory. 

In the occupation of Mexico we might follow the example of our coursé in 
Cuba: which was honorable to ourselves and highly beneficial to the Cubans. 
Taking care to avoid the rocks of our own Jacksonian spoils system (which 
{ater nearly wrecked our administration in Haiti and the Philippines), we would 
undoubtedly, as in those and other like instances, turn into the national treasury 
a larger sum than it ever received before. The administration of the Egyptian 
tinances by the British under Lord Cromer may be taken as another example of 
the happy results of a benevolent conquest. — :

B UT we need not claim, and certainly we should not, that we are in Mexico 


for our health. We may deal gently by the erring but at the same time 

not overlook our own national interests. We might very properly demand 

—and we would be very weak and simple if we did not—the full cession 
of Lower (Baja) California, which is of very little value to Mexico, and an ad- 
ministrative control or lease ofthe eastern parts of the states of Vera Cruz and 
‘Oaxaca, constituting the Isthmus of Tehuantepec, and including the ports of 
Puerto Mexico and Salina Cruz. 

Lower California is a waterless desert, almost devoid of vegetation except 
the cactus, with only a few scattered oases and adobe missions and a small fer- 
tile area near La Paz, in the southeastern extremity of the peninsula. Close to 
che California border, indeed, is an oasis, receiving its water from the American 
Colorado. : 

Magdalena bay, about fifty miles in length by twenty-five in width, was de- 
scribed by Commander George Dewey, who visited it in the U. 8. 8. Narragan- 
sctt in 1880, as “ ene of the most spacious and safe harbors in the world.” Re- 
ports of its cession to a foreign government were so insistent that congress 
deemed it wise quite recently to pass a resolution regarding it, reaffirming the 
Monroe doctrine. Unused by Mexico, it would be of great value to the United 
States as a coaling station and harbor of refuge, midway between San Francisco 
station at Fonseca bay, Honduras. Today beautiful, unprotected 
Magdalena is a temptation to the world. | 

The Isthmus of Tehuantepec is a strategic position scarcely less important 


in weak and possibly hostile hands. 7 

The importance of keeping careful watch over Tehuantepec is seen in the 
fact that when we seized Vera Orve in the peaceful war of 1912 a German ship 
with a cargo of arms for Huerva, whics was stopped at that port, made safe 
delivery at Puerto Mexico. We should control Mexico’s back door as well as her 
front. And with the Isthmus of Tehuantepec in our control, added to our rightr 
ih Nicaragéa, the United States would stand guard over all the American isthmi- 
an transit routes. It is proper for our own peace and safety that we should do so.

E have had thevidealist’s vocabulary 
in our ears for the last three years 
—in Washington. There was never 
an American administration that so 
reveled in spiritualities of diction. 
“Idealism” is ever on the lips of 
the president and his cabinet: the 
utterances of statesmanship have as- 
sumed the tone of ethical culture 

‘Ra. societies. The common person is 
often shy in his use of these solemn 
¥ words. However his sovl may be 
privately stirred by the things which 

t ‘ow they are supposed to represent, he 

| has tue shamefacedness of awkward reverence in voicing 
them for the world to hear. There is something appealing 
to me in the common person’s sbamefaced avoidance of 
these splendid words in his daily talk. He seems to realize 
how fallible a creature he is, what an admixture of bran 
there is in the bolted grain of humanity, how much pure 
bunk in all political aspirations, and he respects himself 
too much to take easily on his lips the symbols of a lofty, 

a seemingly preternatural virtue. : 

Mexico is the administration’s exhibit A of applied ideal- 

ism in statesmanship. Let us run over the record. The 
president refused to recognize that murderous rascal, 
Huerta, as the de facto head of the Mexican state, which 
the less idealistic governments of England and Germany 
were quite ready to do. Presumably the president sent our 
warships to Mexico and captured the Vera Cruz custom 
house oh the same idealistic basis—to compel respect for 
our flag, which incidentally he did not obtain. hereafter 
for some time he refused to intervene in Mexican anarchy, 
though much urged, because of the idealistic principle that 
every nati6n has its divine right to muddle its own affairs 
even if it chooses to relapse into barbarism ani murder 
strangers within its gates. 

Doubtless there were others like myself, sufficiently ideal- 

istic to be loath to see the United States intervene in Mex- 

ico to protect the ranches, mines, oil wells, etc., of Amer- 
ican exploiters. But the president, not content with allow- 
ing Mexico to create her own hell, again interfered with 
the course of Mexican anarchy by coquetting first with 

Villa, then with Carranza, striving to dress first one, then 

the other, in the garb of the pure patriot, liberator of his 

distracted country, etc., etc. So we turned on arms and 
munitions as the idealistic government thermometer at 

Washington thought well or ill of its temporary ideal.

Fe the idealistic administration, however, could not 


long preserve its ideal of Villa, very quickly discov- 
ered him to be a common bloody bandit instead of 
a strong savior of his people. That, alas, is the 
habit of idealists, to find more ciay than ivory in their 
idols once the deidolizing process has set in. Not to be 
without an ideal in Mexican affairs, the government next 


tried to make Carranza stand on his feet by recognizing 
him as de facto head of Mexico, although there was in- 
finitely less of fact in his headship than there ever was in

The last act of this idealist’'s comedy bids fair to be 
grimly tragic both for this country and for Mexico—in- 
cidentally, possibly, for the archidealist himself. It may 
cost Wilson his reélection. For the Carranza ideal has 
worked rather more badly than any of the others. That 
roperatic person has failed to recognize our purely idealistic 
raid into Mexico after the body of our late ideal Pancho 
Villa, and has bellicosely invited us to get ont.

HE pity of it all is that the tronble is not with 
idealism in conduct, but with the persons who so 
often undertake to practice it. The idealistic method 

- Of treating life, personal or collective, is as sound 
as ever it was. Politically, idealism remains the hardest 
good sense—in the long run, applied with sagacity, as his- 
tory can prove abundantly. For idealism is nothing more’ 
than man’s inner.and deeper wish, freed from self-interest 
and all base motives. It is that towards which in his 
blindest moments he is struggling—the end that is not 
purely for the moment or grossly for self. 

Unfortunately this exalted, this noble inspiration of 
humanity seems to attract to its service a trpe of weakling, 
of men who glow easily with the sound of fine words, whose 
emotions are largeiy satisfied b> phrases; who are neither 
experienced realists nor endowed with plain selfish shrewd- 
ness. They become preachers, orators, novelists, poets, per- 
haps, but rarely imaginative doers of great deeds. 
type of mind that can safely become idealistic is the stern 
realist. ' For the realist has the habit, has the courage, to 
check his idealism with the facts, and refuses to indulge 
in dreams that are not based on probability. f | 

The realistic idealist in the case of Mexico would either 
have kept his hands off consistently from beginning to end, 
as a hopeless problem from which good to no one could 
come by meddling, or. once engaged in straightening the 
problem out, would have energetically prosecuted the job 
and stuck to the end. He would not have leaned upon 
such fantastic reeds as Villa°and Carranza.

The annual asséssment of personal prop- 
erty holdings forcibly draws the atten- 
tion of investors to 4 seemingly imposai- 
ble but perfectly actual situation. Ifany 
persons who saves part of his earnings 
and invests the money in conservative 
securities tella the truth, half of his in- 
come is taken from him. If he makes an 
incomplete report, he is liable—but not 
likely—to go to prison for perjury; while 
if he makes no report at all, he is lable 
to be taxed on any guess the assessor can 
make, with 50 per cent added as penalty. 
If a wage worker puts his small savings 
in a bank, most of the interest will be 
taken from him; while, if he fears banks 
and has recourse to the postal savings 
depositories provided by the government, 
all his income is legally forfeited. 

The duty of economy has been taught 
by the sages of’all history, and the ad- 
vantages of thrift, beth to the individual 
and to the community of which he forms 
a part, are conceded by every one; yet 
the law penalizes it heavy. — 

With ali the humiliation and hardship 
that this syetem causes, nobody reaps any 
advantage from it, and nobody really 
wants it, except possibly the compara- 
tively few people who have not accumu- 
lated $300 worth of property and never 
expect to. Public officials and employés 
often wage war on taxdodgers, but with 
all their efforts the present confiscatory 
system does not yield half the revenue 
that would come from a law that attempt- 
ed only a tenth as much. 

Investors would prefer to pay their fair 
share of taxes openly, but under the 
present system this is impossible, so they 
pay as little as they can in order to avoid

Cet Range on French Trenches. 

‘There was a day on which Immelmann de- 
ascended two French planes and drove off a 
third. It was a spring morning on the plain 
between Cambrin and La Bassee. There is 
ennui in war, and it was evidenced here; it 
is produced by protracted lulls in fighting. 
To the southeast was heard the echo of an 
artillery engagement—the morning exchange of 
courtesies between the Germans in Hohenzol- 
lern redoubt northeast of Lens and the French 
batteries in the woods before Vermelles. The 
trenches, networks of them, in the plain, were 
inhabited, to be sure; but the only explosive’ 
evidence of war was an occasional “ zwing ” 
of a rifle bullet of a aniper and the flat metal- 
lie sound as it impinged itself against the pro- 
tective steel plate of a trench parapet. 

Of a sudden there was an ominous crackle 
followed by the screaming whistle of a high 
explosive shel! that dropped with ghostly pre- 
cision upon a French machine gun emplace- 
ment, making of cun, men, and dugout an in- 
tangible mags. Another shell and then anoth- 
er cwept the French trench, burying some 
alive, blowing others to bits, and scattering 
still others into underground shelters. 

The Germans had succeeded in emplacing

Whut Counts in the Score. . 
Such crazy “caper cutting” is one reason

Navarre began the aerial attack in 
the middle ef March, 1915, as pilet of a two 
seat “parasol” in a manner so brutal and 
unexpected—runging in to within thirty yards

I do this by inserting 
screw hooks in the walls and training 
the vines inside the hook part of the 
support. | 
If this is done each vine or branch can 
be slipped out of the hook without break- 
ing or injuring it in any way, and the en- 
tire vine cam be lowered to the ground 
safely. 
Some vines, like the clematis, will 


“take to “a support of lattice better than, 


anything else that can be furnished it. 
It will not matter if its branches run out 
and in through the openings of the lat- 
tice, as most of its season's growth will 
be cut away in fall. ns 
Morning glories “like to clamber by 
strings. These strings should be sub- 
stantial enough to support a heavy load, 
as the vines will have great weight when 
drenched with dew or showers. 


~~ 

We do not prune our vines as much as 
we ought to, and in consequence of this 
neglect they often show unsightly spots 
on the wall. It is advisable to go over 
each vine in spring and cut eway all 
wood that is weak or dead. This can be 
done without much trouble if you have a 
ladder long enough to enable you to reach 
the second story windows. 

We negiect our vines In another way. 
We seem to forget that they are really 
shrubs of slender growth, and require 
quite as much in the way of food as do 
our spireas and our weigelias. Make it 
a point to give each ome a liberal dreas- 
ing of good manure each spring. Spread 
this about their roots and work it into 
the soil thoroughly.

DESECRATING THE FLAG. 
B are lavish with the flag of our 
country today, too lavish to my 
mind. To use tiny flags on the 
end of individual meat skewers 
seems to me something of a 
desecration. 1 would no more subject 
our national emblem to grease spots than 
drag it In the dust. To wad up a flag 
napkin and tablecioth and throw them 
away also goes aga'nst my grain. The 
patriotic have preserved national flags to 
the last tatter. 


These flag paper tablecloths and nap- 
kins seem meaningless to me, and their 
use @ means of making the flag seem less 
significant. although it is possible that 


breasts. Wven the picnic tablecloth I 
would have pure white. Ribbons or symm- 
bols which may be fastened to the coat 
or dress in the colors may decorate it and 
be really pretty. I never saw a fag table- 
cloth or napkin that was pretty and 
dainty. Prettiness and daintiness bring 
a good feeling that is ae fertile sotl for 
patriotic emotion. 


Although it is all might as a cultnmary 
exercise, I do not believe that cakes iced 
to imitate a flag or a thin flag salad of 
artificially colored vegetables is worth 
while. IT have seen many such things 
and they have become a weariness. To 
my m'nd they are a fizzle from both 
the culinary, the dietetic, the artistic, and 
the patriotic standpoint. 


The ideal place for a flag is to have it 
floating in the wind, and, next, to have it 
meet the eye in decorations not too near. 
A fine big flag in a dining room in some 
place where it seems to shed luster over 
the whole room, seems far more appropri- 
ate than a host of little flags incomplete 
in stars and stripes. Crossed flats over a 
bell always appeal to the emotions or 
cultivate emotion. A flag fora place card 
on a pin, or witb a pin so that it may 
be fastened on the dress or coat, is al- 
ways gratifying. The little enameled 
flag pins with the colors make a truly 
serviceable eouvenir. The first time I 
was in Burope I had a great longing for 
an American flag. after a month or more, 
and since that time this symbol has 
seemed to me a more sacred emblem than 
we commonly make it. 

We have outgrown the Yankeeldoodle- 
ness of our national celebration, but in 
order to retain a strain of this old espirit 
we may be lavish with the peanut and 
the peppermint candy. It was not choco- 
late covered cream patties, but rather 


they may inepire patriotism in some hard little pure sugar drops and sticks 


of peppermint candy that were insepara- 
ble with the celebration of the day in 
Maine when I was about 5 yearsold. One 
flag to a celebration is all that I can 
remember. 

Boiled salmon. with egg sauce and green 
peas were the things everybody had for 
dimner, if they could get them. We did 
not have oil for our cucumbers, but for- 
tunately the children liked them without 
any dressing. 

Of course, it is progress to embroider 
our menus, since we have made our whole 
life more highly significant, but on days 
of national celebration it seems as though 
we can well hark back to old time sim- 
plicities, keeping what was best, at any 
rate. a. 


Green Peas. 

Green peas are over 85 per cent water, 
and if rightly handled may be steamed in 
their own juice, as it were, in from six 
to elght- minutes. They will be beauti- 
fully green, contain every particle of 
their valuable mineral matter, and be as 
much more delicious as peas cooked in a 
lot of water as imaginable. Wash the 
pods in several waters and remember 
that they may be used. Let drain. This 
draining process, with the evaporetion 
of the water, freshens the peas. 

Shell carefully, so there will be no need 
of washing the peas, and put on to cook 
in an aluminum kettle, which can be 
hermetically sealed. Turn the fire down 
to the minimum point, just as soon as 
the steam begins to pour out, adding, 
when put on about four tablespoons of 
water to start steam. Twoquarts shelled 
will cook im six minutes or a little more. 
In case of larger quantities a little more 
time will be required. Season with salt 
lightly and add butter to suit taste. 


Cucumber Outlets. — 

Choose short, bulky cucumbers and peel 
carefully, cutting off ends and dividing 
into about three equal parts, and cut 
these in half lengthwise. Boil for about 
five minnutes, but not enough so that the 
seeds will start to come out. Drain and 
oook a little, then dip in slightly beaten 
egg yolk, then in cracker crumbs and fry 
gently in butter, turning once. A piquant 
sauce may be served with these, or just 
plain lemon juice, but nothing is needed 
to make them palatable. 

These are good to serve with cold meat 
such as lamb or even with cold salmon 
to warm up the meal somewhat. Cucum- 
bers stewed in a little water and gener- 
ousty treated with butter closely resem- 
bie vegetable marrow. — 


‘Dolly Madison Bouillon. 

Cold or iced consomme or bouillon ie 
used for formal summer dinners. This 
must be made and strained once or twice 
or until clear, and perhaps clarified by 
stirring a white of egg into it when cold, 
heating it up and stirring gently until the 
white of egg turns white and becomes 
like a great veil gathering all the solids 
in its folds. 

A patriotic recipe for a hot bouillon 
which may also be served iced was pub- 
lished some years ago with the statement 
that it had been served in Washington 
through: many administrations. [It had 
the title “‘ Polly Madison Bouillon.” Here 
it is: Four pounds of juicy beef, one

salt, six quarts of water. Simmer for six 
hours. Then strain through a fine sieve. 
Let stand over night and congeal. Skim 
off all the grease. Put into a kettle to 
heat, and just before serving add sherry 
to taste.

Little cakes baked in tiny muffin pans-

“ Washington pie’: One egg, one cup of 
sugar, two scant cups of flour, two table- 
spoons of butter, one-half cup of sweet 
milk, one and a half teaspoons of baking 
powder. Cream the butter and sugar and 
afd the beaten egg yolk, fold in the stiffly 
beaten white the last thihg. 


Three Egg Sponge Cake. 

This cake is richer and may be used in 
more ways than the feather cake mix- 
ture. It may be baked thin and rolled, or 
thicker and covered with a butter icing, 
or baked how you will. One cup sugar, 
one cup flour [both well sifted], three 
eggs, one and a half teaspoons baking 
powder, six tablespoons hot water. Mix 
and sift dry ingredients; stir in well 
beaten eggs; add the hot water and beat 
the batter well. Baked thin, this may be 
used for ice cream sandwiches or with 


whipped cream. 


Mock Angel Cake. 
Ranking with these other two for com- 
mon, every day use, and particularly good 
to cut up in little blocks for icing in plain 
or fancy ways, is the mock angel cake. 
With a plain white icing and decorations 
of nuts and candies this can be made to 

rank with the French pastries.

The Rev. Moses E. Kiely, D. D., has 
been appointed by Archbishop George W. 
Mundelein to the Holy Cross mission, 
which will soon be opened at Desplaines 
and West Randolph streets. 

There is no other mission in Chicago 
quite like this proposes to be. It will oc 
cupy a six story building already owned 
by the archdiocese. The first story will 
contain a chapel, where daily religious 
services and Sunday masses will be held.

~—@ huge statue, seventy-five feet in

This statue fz only one of several attrac- 
tione in the vicinity of Oregon.
